Need For Agency 

In introducing their bills, 
both McNamara and Fogarty 
stressed ‘‘the need for a high- 
level agency that will com- 
mand respect and pay full at- 
tention to the needs of our 
elderly.’’ They said their joint 
sponsorship grows out of agree- 
ment that an “independent 
agency”’ would be more effec- 
tive that a sub-agency of an 
already existing department 


with many interests and re- 
sponsibilities. 


Last year McNamara intro- 
duced a bill which would pro- 
vide for the establishment of 
a United States office of aging 


within the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare. 
This bill, he said, would streng- 
then an_ existing agency, 
while the new measure calls 
for establishing an indepen- 
dent agency.

and two boys had come earlier. 

Miguel left an adequate bus- 
iness which specialized in wo- 
men’s apparel, which his wife 
operated, and a highly success- 
ful position as a salesman for 
Procter and Gamble. 

This family is second gener- 
ation Baptist. Mrs. , Lopez’s 
father was a pastor of Baptist 
churches for 40 years under 
the American Baptist Conven- 
tion. 

Today they are active in the 
Spanish Department of the 
Flagler Street Baptist church, 
where Miguel teaches the 
men’s class. 


He works three hours a day, - 


studies English five hours a 
day, and hopes for resettlement 
to another section of the coun- 
try where he might find ade- 
quate employment. 

But Miguel is one of the more 
fortunate of the refugees. He 
somehow managed to bring 
some money into the United 
States. Francisco Taracido, a 
judge in Cuba, did not; neith- 
er has he found employment. 

He and his wife proudly show 
the visitor pictures of their at- 
tractive home in Havana, pic- 
tures which Francisco took as 
a better than average amateur 
photographer. His four chil- 
dren are quickly adjusting to 
Miami schools, but the adjust- 
ment for him is more difficult. 
He very much wants employ- 
ment and resettlement. 

Indeed Fortunate 

Otoniel Hartinez counts him- 
self as fortunate indeed. He 
has found resettlement. In fact 
he is one of the first-to be re- 
located under the neewly-laun- 
ched relief and resettlement 
program of the Home Mission 
Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. 

Martinez was a young phar- 
macist who fled communist op- 
pression in Cuba only to find 
it ‘‘fast-growing’’ in Colombia. 
He had worked for an Ameri- 
can pharmaceutical firm, that 
transferred him to Cal, Colom- 
bia, where he sold drugs and 
taught. in the university. 

“The communists were mak- 
ing such strong advances in 
Colombia I left,’’ he said. 

In Miami he contacted Rob- 
ert Fricke, the Home Mission 
Board’s director of relief and 
resettlement and a former mis- 
sionary teacher in Cuba. Thru 
Fricke and the Woodland Hills 
Baptist Church, where Oton- 
iel’s sister attends, he. found 
employment at the Georgia 
Baptist Hospital. 

Such stories can be told thou- 
sands of time, and Southern 
Baptists are a part of the story. 

The Home Mission Board has 
assigned two workers to the 
problem — Fricke in Miami, 
and R. G. Van Royen of Dallas, 
who is leading in the organiza- 
tion of state and associational 
committees for resettlement.

Adiressing clinic Feb. 12 is 
Allen W: Graves surmised: 

*“‘We have found that group 
learning provides the best pos- 
sible environment for learning 
the christian way of life.

Indeed, Jesus literally said, 
“Don’t stammer when you 
pray” (Mt. 6:7). However, 
there is reason to believe that 
he should not be taken literal- 
ly at this point. For he went 
on to say concerning the hea- 
then: “They think that they . . 
shall be heard for their much 
‘speaking.’” Hence the transla- 
}tion: ‘‘When ye pray, use not 
‘vain repetitions, as the heathen 
do.’ 

The question is: In. what 
sense did the heathen stam- 























flooded the channel of com- 
munication with a flow of 
words which -choked up the 
channel, The result was that. 
their words stumbled over 
each other in their utterance. 
Their object was not so much 
to converse with God as to 
monopolize the conversation 
with God, to make a good im- 
pression on him with the lang- 
uage of their prayers. Some 
heathen actually wrote out 
their prayers and pasted them 
on wheels and thought that the 
more they turned the wheels 
the more,.they were heard of 
God. 

In the light of these con- 
siderations, when Jesus said, 
“Don’t stammer when you 
pray,” he had in mind a mat- 
ter of motive and not of: utte- 
rance. It is an improper mo- 
tive to pray in order: to im- 
press God (or man) with the 
beauty of rhetoric or the re- 
sonance of voice. For that 
which is rhetorical and reson- 
ant to the ear. of man is but 
stammering and stuttering to 
the ear of God. ‘

Therefore, sex is a part of the 
divine creation. The Command- 
ment, “Thou shalt not commit 
adultery,” rests Upon the sanc- 
tity of sex. In Spite of the age- 
long desecration of:sax, it re- 
mains holy in the plan and pur- 
pose of God. Jesus reiterated 
the truth set forth in the Sev- 
enth Commandment, but’ he 
lifted its meaning to the high 
level of inward desire. He point- 
ed out that transgression or 
observance is @ matter of the 

mind and heart. 

The prevailing attitude tow- 
ard sex is worse than alarm- 
ing. It is exploited by adver- 
tisers and writers and publish- 
|ers and entertainers for com- 
merce or lust or both. It is 
cheapened in movies and mag- 
azines, squandered fdr pleas- 
|ure and popularity, perverted 
by free thinkers and extrem- 
ists, and desecrated through 
| weakness and ignorance. The 
|result is.that sex immorality 
| spreads like a plague. Persons 
jand families reap the awful 
| harvest. 

The Lesson Explained 

The Sanctity of Sex (Ex. 20: 
14) — This Commandment re- 
lates to God’s purpose in cre- 
ation. Sex is the product of his 
wisdom and power. It is a ba- 








sic aspect of human personal- |. 


ity. It is the foundation of mar- 
riage. It is God’s plan of pro- 


creation. Sex must be sacred, 


for it is designed for holy pur- 
poses. Therefore, the Seventh 
Commandment forbids sexual 
relationships outside of mar- 
riage and also uhfaithfulness 
on the part of husband or wife 


with any other wonian or man. | 


The transgression of this Com- 
mandment is both great sin 
and great folly. 


(Lust In The Heart (Matt. 5: 
27:28) — Jesus pase adult- 
er¥ as uncontrolled sex desire 
or lust. He was illustrating the 
deeper meanings of Old Testa- 
ment laws and the higher de- 
mands resting. upon the disci- 


‘|ples of his kingdom. He was 
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making explicit what was im- 
plicit jn the Mosaic law and 
was defining moral character 
in terms of motives and desires 
and purposes. The essence of 
sexual sin is harboring sexual 
desires in the mind. Continual 
thinking about sex desires and 
brooding over such thoughts 
actyally generate lust and 
therefore make one guilty of 
adultery. While Jesus used a 
|!man for an illustration, what 

he said applies equally to a 

woman. It needs to be remem- 

bered that the unclean mind 

leads to the unclean act. Im- 

piirity of heart produces im- 
| purity of conduct. 

Price of Chastity (Matt. 5: 
20-30) — These words of Jesus 
call for a careful interpreta- 
tion. First of all, they do not 
mean that the bodily senses 
and organs are themselves sin- 
ful; Sex is not inherently wick- 
ed; it is holy and good. Physi- 
cal functions are a part of a 
person’s being, They are God’s 
good gifts. In the second place, 
Jesus’ words certainly do de- 
clare that chastity makes the 
severest demands and is worth 
the price. Whatever causes 
lustful thinking must be given 
up, regardless. If the closest 
friend) leads one to be impure, 
let that friend be given up. 
Whatever occasions unchastity, 
whatever encourages lustful di 
sire, must be renounced so 
completely that it is equivalent 
to annihilation. That is what 
Jesus meant about - plucking 
oyt the eye or Cutting off the 
hand. It is better to be maim- 
ed physically and be clean than 
to be whole physically and mor- 
ally unclean. It is better, if 
necessary, te suffer sneers and 
jeers, to lose friends and posi- 
tion, than to yield to the pres- 
sure to conform to the stand- 
ards of an adulterous genera- 
tion. 
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heart, are things which are 
right or wrong. The impure 
heart is a source of defilement. 
In it will |be found adultery, 
murder, covetoushess, deceit, 
pride, and| many other kinds 
of evil. Jesus was describing 
the uglines$ and meanness and 
lostness of |the unsaved heart. 
Truths To Live By 

Sex should be lifted to the 
level of the; holy. — Christians 
should take the pattern for 
their thinking from the clear 
teaching of| Jesus Christ. Re- 
gardless of the pronouncements 
by atheistit psychologist, by 
morally blind sensualists, and 
even by some educator; sex is 
much more than physical pas- 
sion, neurotic complex, or per- 
sonality drive. It is a matter of 
mind and feeling and body. But 
it is essentially spiritual. Sex 
is something with divine pur- 
pose. It is meant for holy ends.

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RULED UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


PHILADELPHIA (RNS) — The bie hogs law re- 
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quiring‘Bible readings in the state's public schogls was ruled 
unconstitutional by the Federal District Court here. * 

It also ruled unconstitutional the practice in some public 
schools: of having daily recitations of the Lord's Prayer. 

The decision marked the second time in three years that 
Bible readings and prayer recitations in public schools were 
ruled unconstitutional by the court. In 1959, it held that the 
state law violated the rights of students and teachers. It 
noted then that the law permitted the firing of teachers. who 
refused to cooperate and made mandatory the participation. 
of students in the Bible reading program. 

Its latest decision was spurred by an amendment passed 
by the Pennsylvania legislature in an effort to preserve the 
Bible readings. That amendment exempted teachers who 
did not wish to participate and provideded a system wherein 
children’ could be excused from the program.
